her Montreal pilot. But her orders had beon 
countermanded by tho otvnora, and instruc- 
tions received to carry thorn through to 
Montreal. Sho was boarded, however, by 
pross representatives, who accompanied her 
for some distance up tho river, and gleaned 
on tho way the nnraes ol! tho savod and some 
thrilling particulars of tho disaster. 


Tho third ollicor ot tho State of Florida 


says: "Tho vessel left Now York on the 12th 
of April with about 1CT passengers and crow, 
and a lull general cargo. All went well un- 
til tho night of the ISth, at 11:30, whon sho 
collided with tho bark Ponoma, of Chatham, 
N, B., Capt, Helburn. 
Both ships wont 


down almost instantly, and of tho stfiainur'-s 
passeiigoi'S and crew, only forty-four, luclucl 
ing tho stewardess, managed to tscapo ii 
boats, aud of tho bark's crow of fifteen, only 
tho captain and two seamen were saved 
Tho neit moruing the bark was observoc 
bottom up, Tho survivors, after being thirty 
five hours in boats without footl or water, woro 
rescued by tlie Norwegian bark Theresa, ol 
Christiana, from that port, bound for Quebec. 
OB the 2£d twenty-four of them wero trans- 
ferred on board the ship Louisa of aud fron 
CarduT to Quebec, whoro they remained un- 
til tho 1st of May, whon taken on board tlio 
Titania for Quebec." It is believed 135 lives 
wero lost.
